“ '£|ePhCBbe, agreeably to » y es- 
pectatlopa, came to seek me at Valpar 
ruiso, where I era« ancbored with the 
Essex« my armed prise the Eseea Jfù 
nior, under tbe copunua^ of lieotenaot 
Oownoa- on tbit Ipek out off tbe harbor} 
but contraiy to the coura« I thought he 
would (Hiraue, Com- Hillyar brought 
with him tlio C W ub «loop jd War« 
mounting 38 guns, eighteen 32«pound 
clrronadea, eight 24*a, and two toftg 9’s 
on the quarter>iieck and forecaatle, aod 
a complement of 180 men. Tlio force 
ol tbe Phmbe is a« follows j thirty long 
18-pou^lcr«, sixteen 32-pound carro.v 
ades« ooe howitaer,and six three-pound* 
eta in the top«, in all >3 guns, and • 
complement of 320 men ; making a 
force of 81 guna, and sop men § In ad­ 
dition to which, they took on board the 
crew of an Engtiah.letlet-of-mjMpte lay­ 
ing in port. Both ahipa ;l|Mr picked 
crewa, and w M sajn iMO the PkcMc, in 
company w ilp li; Racooo of SSguoe, 
aud a »tore-abip of SO guus, lor the ex­ 
press pMrpote of seel||og|he Essex, and 
were prepared with , Bags bearing tlte 
motto, u God Mid country -, British Sail­ 
or«' best rights : Traitors offend both." 
This was intended as a reply to my mot­ 
to, “ Free Trad* end Sailor** Right*” 
under the erroneous impression that my 
crew were chiefly Englishmen, or to 
counteract its effect oo their own crews. 
—The force of the Eaaex, was 46 guns; 
forty 32-poùnd carronades, and six long 
13's, and her crew« which had been 
much reduced by prisea,amounted only 
to 3SS men. The Essex Junior, which 
waa intended chiefly as a atore-sbip, 
mounted.to guns, ten 18-pound carron- 
adea, and ten abort 8*«, with only 60 men 
00 board. In repiy to their motto, I 
wrote at my miaen,M Cùd, our Country, 
aad Liberty.: Tyrunt* offend them.** 


** On getting their provisions on 
board, thev wont off the port for the 
purpoae of blockading me, where they 
crutxed for . near aix weeks ; during 
which time I endeavoured to provoke a 
challenge, Ind frequently, but incffec> 
toally, in bring thi rflplir alone to ac­ 
tion i first witb both my abipa, and af­ 
terwards with my single ship, witb both 
crews on board* 1 was æ veral time« 
under way, and aacertabed that I had 
greatly the advantage in point of «ailing;, 
and mice succeeded in clotiog within 
gun-«hot et the Phmhe, aod commenced 
a fire on her, when aho ran down for the 
Cherub, which waa Sf aulea to leeward ; 
tbia exùbsd aome aurpp-iae and expros-. 
«iona of lodignatiun, e« previous to my 
getting under way, aha hove too off die 
port, hoisted her motto flag, jg d fired a 
gun to windward. Com. UinfBr seem­ 
ed determined to avoid a contest with 
me on nearly equal terms ; and from his 
extreme prudence in keeping both his 
shipa e^|r after U m a n iy within hail 
o f each other, there were no hopce of 
any advantages to my country 
longer stay in port. I thereto 
mined to put to aea tbe first 
which should offer i and I waa 
strongly induced totlo so, as 1 
ed certi^n intelligence that tbe Tagus 
rated 38, and two othar frigaifa, had 
«ailed for that aea, in purauit ot ine ; 
and I had reason to cxpcct the arrival 
of the Racoon from the N. W . coast ol 
Americe, where she had been sent for 
the purpose of destroying oar Fur esta­ 
blishment on the Columbia. A rendez­ 
vous was appointed for the Easex Juu 
and every arrangement made for sailing, 
and I intended to let thep ciia«e me off, 
togive the Eaetx Junior an opportunity 
el escaping. On the 38ih Maixh, the 
day after this determination wan formed 
thé wind came oo to blow fresh from

dition aa drcumatancee Woold admit of, 
got mftfcMp ready for aetien, aad endea- 
vooredto get a spring on my caM% hot 
had not eoceeeded when the enemy* at 
S4 minutes after J , P. M- made hie at- 
teak» the Phg^ f lacing herself under 
my stern, and m C to r a b on my atar* 
board bow: bot^kpCborob, soon fiod- 
ing her ritnadon Vhot one, bore up end 
ran under ny< stern alao, where both 
ahips kept op a hot raking fire. 1 had 
got three long 13-poonders out of tbe 
stem-porta, which were worked wtth so 
mbch bravery and akill, that in half aa 
hour we ah dlsehled both aa to cqmpei 
them to haul off to lipair damagea.— 
In the couree of thia firing, 1 had by the 
great oxertlooa/of Mr. Edward Uarne- 
well, the Acting Sailing-master, assisted 
by Mr.Lmaeettdbe Boaiawaia, aoccfed- 
•d in f ilin g apj^nge on our cabin tlrea 
different time* j,bm the fire of tbe ewe- 
my' waa ao exeeaaive» that before we | 
could get our broadside to Iw ri they | 
were ehot away, and thus rendered use- 
leas to us. 


“ My ship had rcccived many |nju- - 
ries, and several had been killed and 
wounded ; but my brave oficera and 
men, notwitbsiandmg tbe unfavourable 
circumetancea under which we weir 
braugbt to action, and tbe powerful 
force opposed to us, were no way» dis­ 
couraged—all appeared determined to 
defend their-sbip to tbe last extremity 
and to die in preference to a ahameiul 
surrender. Our gaST, with tbe enhgn 
and the motto flag at the mixen, had 
been «hot away« but m e n m a n e awp 
kailoe's m io aTi continued to By at the 
fore. 
Our ensign waa rc*plaeed by 
another j and to guard against a wmilar 
event, an ensign was saade Cast io tbe 
mixen riggiiig, end aeveral jacks were 
hoisted io different parts of tbe ahip — 
The enemy soon repiured his damagea 
for a freah attack} he now placed him­ 
self, with both his shipe, on my star- 
boavd quarter, uni of tbe reach of my 
carronades, ¿id where my stern guns 
could not be bi ooght to bear; be there 
kept up a most galUug fire, which it 
waa out ot my power to return« when t 
saw no prospect of injuring him with­ 
out getting underway, and becoming 
the assailant 
My topsail «heetaand 
hazards were all abet away, u w e lia t 
the jib aod foretopmast atayaaii balianls 
Thclmly rope not cut was the fiybgji-i 
haliards \ and that being the only mil I 
could act» I caused it to hi hoisted, my 
cable to be cut« and ran doWn oo both 
ahips, witb an intention oflay iug tbe 
|RiuBbe onboard. The'firing oobotb 
sides waa now tremendous ; I had ■ .*t 
fall my foretopsails and foresail, but the 
wabt of tacka aod «beau rendered them 
almost useless to us—yet we wore ena­ 
bled, for a abort time, to ctoee with the 
enemy; and althouga our decks were 
now strewed witn dead, and our cock 
pit filled with wounded—although ou* 
»hip had beeu several times oo fire, and 
was rendered a perfect wreck wc were 
still encouraged to hope to aave her, 
from the circumstance of the Cherub, 
from her crippled state, being compel!- 
cd to ¡pal off. Site did uot m u m to 
close action again, although «he appa­ 
rently had it in her power to do so, bu 
'•*ept up a dietant firing with her io»*; 
,^uns. 
I'he piiflBbc, from our diaabied 
«tatv, wns enabled however, by edging 
off. to choose tb<s duunC’ which oast 
suited her long guns, aud k«{>t up a 
tremendoua B^Hlon us, which mowed 
down my brave compinion» by the 
d ixen. Many of my gu^a nad boen ren- 
icrcd useless by the enemy*i> shot, arid
